Statement of scruiccs for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

At about 0815 hrs. on 24th February 1958 a terrible explosion 
of gun ammunition and other high explosives took place at 
the Railway Siding of No. 1 Ordnance Railhead Group, Pathan- 
kot, while these were being unloaded from the railway 
wagons. As a result, three wagons were blown up and two 
others seriously damaged. A large number of men were killed 
and several others were seriously injured. A huge hie broke 
out and threatened to engulf other Government stores stacked 
nearbv, Unexploded shells were scallcred aiound. The 
potential danger to life and property in the entire area was 
immense. In this grim situation Ticket No. 105 Labourer/ 
Fireman Shri Lai Singh of the lire crew of No, 1 Ordnance 
Railhead Group displayed initiative, courage and devotion to 
duly of the highest order when in complete disregard of his 
personal safely he took the hose line of his Trailor Pump 
right up to the scene of the fire and started fighting it iroin 
close quarters. His example of dauntless courage and leader- 
ship 1 n spited the other members of the fire crew who follow- 
ed suit and controlled the fire which, but for Shri Lai Singh’s 
gallant action and devotion to duty, would certainly have 
resulted in murh greater loss of life and Government pro- 
perty. 

2. This award is made for gallantly under rule 4 (i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank of Ins- 
pector of Police as provided in rule 5,
